ORIGIN 

T^THE  proposition  to  organize  a 
^^  company  among  the  producers 
of  Western  Canada  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  a.  grain  busi- 
ness was  first  submitted  to  the 
Manitoba  Grain  Growers'  Association 
assembled  in  convention  at  Brandon, 
Manitoba,  in  1905. 

The  convention  deemed  the  matter 
of  sufficient  importance  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  prepare  and  present  to 
the  next  annual  convention  a  practi- 
cal plan  for  organizing  farmers  as  the 
sellers  of  their  grain  through  their 
own  agency. 

This  committee  not  only  prepared 
the  plan,  but  had  such  confidence  in 


the  feasibility  of  the  scheme  that  they 
began  the  preliminary  work  of  or- 
ganization. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was 
presented  by  the  chairman,  Mr.  E. 
A.  Partridge,  of  Sintalnta,  Sask.,  at 
the  Manitoba  Convention  of  this  year 
(1906),  and  heartily  approved.  It  was 
thought  advisable,  however,  not  to 
extend  the  work  of  the  Grain 
Growers'  Association  to  include  a 
commercial  enterprise.  Arrange- 
ments were,  therefore,  made  to  proceed 
with  the  mercantile  undertaking 
under  a  separate  organization,  to  be 
known  as  the  "  Grain  Growers'  Grain 
Company  Limited,"  to  include  all 
farmers  desirous  of  becoming  mem- 
bers, irrespective  of  their  membership 
in  the  Grain  Growers'  Association. 

Consequently  the  two  organiza- 
tions, though  largely  composed  of  the 
same  individuals,  are  separate  and 
distinct  bodies.

^^    this  work  was  largely  increased 

and  made  more  representative 
of  the  Western  farmers  from  a  geo- 
graphical standpoint  at  the  Brandon 
meeting. 

Although  the  territory  has  scarcely 
been  touched,  and  a  systematic  can- 
vass only  just  begun,  some  three 
hundred  farmers  have  taken  stock  to 
the  extent  of  $12,000.00,  ten  per  cent 
of  which  has  been  paid  in. 

Arrangements  have  been  made 
by  the  Organization  Committee  for 
some  fifty  meetings  to  be  held  at 
various  points  in  Manitoba  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  the  methods  of 
the  Company,  and  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  membership  therein. 

A  systematic  canvass  will  be  pro- 
vided for  at  such  meetings  to  cover 
the  surrounding  country. 

Similar  provisions  are  under  con- 
templation for  the  other  western 
provinces. 


OBJECTS    OF 
THE    COMPANY 

^^HE  immediate  object  contem- 
^^  plated  by  the  promoters  is  to 
engage  in  a  general  grain 
business,  branching  out  as  time  ad- 
vances, as  experience  warrants  and 
the  wishes  of  the  shareholders  may 
direct,  into  the  various  other  enter- 
prises for  which  powers  are  asked  in 
the  application  for  charter. 

The  experience  of  the  Western 
farmers  in  the  disposal  of  their  grain 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years 
convinces  them  that  the  handling  of 
their  grain,  after  it  leaves  the  farm, 
is  immensely  profitable  to  the  inter- 
mediaries of  trade  between  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  consumer.  This  war- 
rants the  farmers  expecting  that  a 
properly  organized  company,  formed 
exclusively  of  farmers,  can  not  only 
successfully  and  profitably  carry  on 
a  grain  business,  but  in  doing  so,  in- 
directly in  many  ways  prove  a  source 
of  benefit  to  the  producers  as  a 
whole. 


CAPITAL   STOCK 

^tjtjtHILE  the  total  amount  of 
UJJ  stock  ($250,000.00)  may  seem 
large  to  some  of  the  prospective 
shareholders,  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  an  increase  of  capital  can- 
not be  obtained  without  another 
appeal  to  the  Dominion  Government 
in  regard  to  the  charter,  and  that  a 
smaller  amount  of  capital,  even  fully 
paid  up,  would  not  establish  our 
credit  in  financial  institutions  as  well 
as  the  larger  stock  with  the  same 
amount  paid  in. 

In  addition,  the  demand  for  shares 
promises  to  be  of  such  proportions 
that  provision  should  be  made  to  as 
far  as  possible  meet  all  requests  for 
membership.  It  will  be  observed  that, 
even  putting  the  shares  at  one  each 
per  applicant  (instead  of  four  as  at 
present  stipulated),  we  would  not  be 
able  to  provide  for  more  than  one- 
quarter  of  the  farmers  in  the  three 
provinces  interested. 


PROSPECTS 

T^pHE  large  number  of  letters  of 
^^  inquiry  and  requests  for  meet- 
ings reaching  the  committee 
from  all  parts  of  the  West,  show  the 
great  interest  farmers  are  taking  in 
the  enterprise,  and  lead  the  promoters 
to  hope  that  within  three  months  the 
entire  capital  stock  of  the  company 
will  be  subscribed. 

In  regard  to  the  outlook  for  busi- 
ness, it  is  only  necessary  to  point  out 
that;  under  average  crop  returns,  the 
present  membership  alone  should 
supply  a  trade  of  1,000,000  bushels 
37early,  to  indicate  the  possible  and 
the  probable  trade  that  will  be  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  this  Company 
when  the  stock  has  been  fully  sub- 
scribed. The  promoters,  realizing 
this,  are  endeavoring  to  make  ample 
provision  for  the  .probable  volume  of 
business  which  such  an  outlook 
warrants  us  to  expect  in  the  near 
future.
